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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.” Acts 2:1. ““And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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Spiritual Activity 


Brethren, if a man be overtaken in 
a fault, ye which are spiritual, restore 
such an one in the spirit of meekness; 
considering thyself, lest thou also be 
tempted,” Gal. 6:1. 

In beginning this article it will do 
justice to the text to consider some pos- 
sible reasons why Paul would speak this 
text. 

Since the Galatians were of Gallic 
origin, many traits of this race were 
manifested in their lives even though 
they were Christians. Their impulsive 
eagerness to grasp Christianity was also 
exhibited in their tendency to run off 
after some new thing or teaching, not 
on its basis of sound doctrine, but per- 
haps because of its novelty. This, of 
course, would be contrary to Christian 
principles, and could result in a spirit- 
ual overthrow, and possible loss of a 
soul, unless handled by a proper, spirit- 
ual method, so the Apostle Paul speaks 
the proper mode of conducting the re- 
storation of the offending one, which is 
one phase of spiritual activity. 

“Ye which are spiritual” would de- 
note any being made in the image of 
God endowed with the attributes of the 
Spirit. The “spiritual” one would be 
the regenerated man, endued, enlight- 
ened, and empowered with a spirit of 
wisdom that comes from God, and one 
who is conformed to the will of God. 

“Activity”—state or quality of vig- 
orous or energetic action.—Webster. 
Hence, “spiritual activity” would em- 
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brace a Spirit-filled being who is vig- 
orously and energetically working for 
the advancement of God’s cause. 

In considering this subject, let us 
consider these four questions. 1. Is 
spiritual activity an obligation? 2. Is 
spiritual activity necessary? 3. How 
shall one engage in spiritual activity? 
4. Is it of any personal benefit to me? 

In answering the first question, Is it 
an obligation? we refer you to the text 
which replies in the affirmative. The 
traditions of moral hospitality and hu- 
manity teach us that to leave one suf- 
fering and without aid when it is possi- 
ble to administer such aid, is an act of 
savagery, and shows the lack of human 
compassion, and that it is our moral 
duty to aid the suffering ones. If this 
be true of those who are not Christians, 
how much greater the obligations of 
those who are spiritual! 

Brotherhood sympathies and bonds of 
fellowship teach us that spiritual ac- 
tivity is an obligation that we owe to 
all of our fellow men. 

The character and life of Jesus em- 
brace a life of spiritual activity, and He 
inculcates it in His teachings. Acts 10: 
38. “Jesus went about doing good, heal- 
ing all those who were oppressed of the 
devil, for God was with Him.” Phil. 2: 
§, “Let this mind be in you which also 
was in Christ Jesus.” If then His mind 
was one that was filled with the duty 
of spiritual activity, and truly it was, 
which is clearly shown by His deeds and 


teachings, “because Christ also suffered 
for us, leaving us an example, that ye 
should follow in his steps,” it is clearly 
shown that spiritual activity is an ob- 
ligation. 

In answering the second question, Is 
it necessary? 2 Peter 3:18 tells us, “But 
grow in grace, and in the knowledge of 
our Lord and Savior.” Since there is no 
growth without activity, it is essential 
to the welfare of the soul to be spiritually 
active in order that we may come “un- 
to the perfect man, unto the measure 
of the stature of the fullness of Christ.” 

Jesus also stated that, “Herein is my 
Father glorified, that ye bear much 
fruit,” John 15:8, and since 2 Peter 1: 
5-9 implies that without activity it is 
impossible to be fruitful, it is for the 
well-being of the individual and for the 
approval of God to promote and en- 
courage spiritual activity. 

The third question is answered by the 
scriptures in telling us how to engage 
in spiritual activity. Let us notice the 
words of the text once again: “Ye 
which are spiritual, restore such an one 
in the spirit of meekness.” “The Greek 
word ‘restore’ is used especially as a 
surgical term, of setting a bone or joint.” 
—Biblical Encyclopedia. Since one could 
not imagine a physician roughly setting 
a broken bone, naturally a Christian 
would be more careful in restoring or 
“setting” a person to his place from 
whence he had fallen. So one would

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Our New Pastor

Text Phil. 2:29, “Receive him there- 
fore in the Lord with all gladness; and 
hold such in reputation.” 


The text was the expression of Paul 
in his letter to the Philippians, concern- 
ing Epaphroditus, a brother and com- 
panion, laborer and fellow soldier with 
Paul, who was sent as a messenger to 
the church. Even in Paul’s day it was 
necessary to ask the brethren to receive 
the pastor with gladness, and I am sure 
that this exhortation is still holding 
good today. Our commercial life, where 
we all have to work from early to late, 
including a number of members of the 
family, endeavoring to make a living, it 
is so easy not to find time to spread 
happiness and gladness by properly ap- 
preciating others. 

Then, too, as we return to the church 
house to worship and see our new pas- 
tor, our memories go flying back to 
our former pastor and to those good old 
times we had together at the house of 
God, possibly to those moments when in 
sickness that the good man came and 
so earnestly prayed until God answered 
and delivered, or to the time when your 
soul was depressed and his encourag- 
ing words built you up and strengthened 
you so that you won another victory 
over the devil. Or, as you further re- 
member how your son or daughter was 
saved during the special efforts of the 
good pastor, there naturally comes a 
tinge of sadness, possibly evidenced by 
some tears. It may be that we can’t see 
just at once that “something” in the 
new pastor that we know our former 
pastor had, and we wonder if he will 
be able to understand and share our 
burdens with us. But, remember, the ex- 
pastor was a new pastor some one to 
twenty-one years ago. 

It is true, you loved your pastor; 
your church was possibly among the 
number who gave their out-going pastor 
a nice love offering, including gifts of 
clothing, etc., as well as money. I am 
thinking now of one church a few days 
ago who gave their pastor a nice suit 
of clothes and a good love offering of 
an amount near $30.00. The pastor, 
whose heart swelled to almost bursting, 
was overwhelmed with gladness and ap- 
preciation, and he sat down and cried 
outright and said he was not worthy of 
such love and appreciation, but that 
humble spirit helped the people to love 
him even more. The Lord knows and 
understands, and it is right for you to 
love your pastor, but don’t forget to 
receive your new minister (pastor or 
state overscer) “with gladness,” as Paul 
exhorts. Prove to your new minister 


that you love him, as well. Arrange a 
special love offering for him. Have a 
pounding and give him groceries and 
such things as he is likely to need. Since 
coming to you, possibly from a dis- 
tance, the expenses may leave him some- 
what embarrassed. Receive him gladly, 
shake hands with him, give him a warm 
welcome. 


Don’t forget his precious wife. She, 
too, will need encouragement. She, as 
well as the minister, can remember the 
kindness of those with whom they have 
been associated, and the strange faces, 
the strange place, the new problems and 
all will make her to be able to appre- 
ciate more than ever your smiles of en- 
couragement and your help. 


I feel sometimes that we forget to 
express our love and appreciation for 
each other as we should. We only pass 
this way once, why not try to make 
someone happy and let them know that 
we appreciate them? We all love kind 
words and kind deeds and we can never 
do enough for those whom we feel ap- 
preciate what we do. I get one of the 
greatest blessings of my life from doing 
good to others, and especially so when 
I feel that they appreciate what I do. 
Ah, what does it matter, if it costs 
hours of labor, or restless nights of toil, 
if we can be rewarded by such expres- 
sions as “You have been a blessing to 
me,” “I appreciate what you have 
done.” There is something about that, 
that just gets hold of our hearts, and 
we do want to show our love and ap- 
preciation of each other, and this is the 
best time of the year to begin. 


You members should be careful, of 
course, how you continually refer with 
praise to your former minister (pastor 
or overseer). I heard of one minister 
who was appointed to a place where a 
good man had stayed for a number of 
years, and the members unhesitatingly 
and continually referred to the former 
minister, with his methods and ways, 
his sermons and his plans so much so 
until this minister felt he was not ap- 
preciated, and that his method of work 
was undervalued, until he, in an un- 
guarded moment, just told the people 
that he was now the minister in charge 
and he was tired of hearing what the 
other fellow had always done. 


But, incidentally, I should like to re- 
fer to the minister and ask that he be 
careful to help the church appreciate 
him. Dear minister, you must remember 
that you can’t expect the love from 
these new members that they have given 
to the former pastor, for he worked for 
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years to earn their love, favor and ap- 
preciation. Your only hope and prayer 
should be, “Lord, let me so live and 
conduct myself before this people until 
I can, at the close of my work, have 
them love me as this precious man be- 
fore me has.”

MEEKNESS 
Receive the Word With Meek- 


ness 


“Receive with meekness the engrafted 
word, which is able to save your souls,” 
James 1:21. 

“Meekness” signifies a temper of 
mind that is not easily provoked, and 
suffers injuries without desire of revenge, 
and quietly submits to the will of God; 
a humble, submissive frame of spirit, 
ready to receive and entertain the truths 
of God. 

When we accept God’s Word, the 
Spirit works with our hearts and we re- 
ceive the blessing that comes from hear- 
ing and obeying. It should cause us to 
be meek and longsuffering. 

When James wrote these words he 
was acquainted with the Jews and they 
were a great people to converse one 
with the other. Quite often their con- 
versations would drift into anger and 
censure. They were quick to relate the 
faults of others and cause lots of trou- 
ble and enmity to arise among friends. 
James, knowing that this was a fact, 
admonished the Christians to receive the 
engrafted Word with meekness. He also 
said that it is able to save our souls. 

After we have received God’s Word, 
or the blessings for which Jesus died, we 
must exercise our best judgment and 
practice that meek and quiet spirit that 
will always bring glory and joy to our 
hearts. We should be careful not to do 
things that we know’ will agitate or 
grieve the hearts of our friends. If we 
know these things are grievous and go 
ahead and practice them, I am sure we 
are not manifesting that meek and 
humble spirit that we should. 


Be Clothed With Meekness 


Put on therefore, as the elect of 
God, holy and beloved, bowels of mer- 
cies, kindness, humbleness of mind, 
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meekness, longsuffering,” Col. 3:12. 

There is something for us to do after 
we receive the blessings of God. Salva- 
tion is a clothing, therefore, we have 
something to put on that will shield and 
protect us from the attacks of the ene- 
my. When we are Christ’s, we are 
elected and if we follow on to know 
Him we become holy, then we are to 
put on these graces, bowels of mercies. 
If there is anything that is needed to- 
day it is that grace of forbearance and 
mercy. We must remember that our 
brothers need a word of cheer. They 
need our kindness, and it is when we 
become humble in mind that we are able 
to view our brother’s condition and set 
about to help him.

They seemed to enter into your 
very innermost thoughts, and without 
telling them they began to help you. Of 
course it is perfectly natural for a per- 
son to love one like this. It is possible 
for Christians to have these graces, if 
we will only pray and stay close to 
Him. 

Meekness is a most coveted gift. For 
one to be meek and show kindness, their 
very words bring comfort and cheer to 
our hearts. There is so much difference 
in the human family. I dare say that 
many who are going through trials and 
are almost overcome can be rescued 
by meekness. 


Longsuffering is a wonderful grace. 
When we are reviled and accused, it 
means so much if we can stay humble 
and suffer with patience. I have often 
longed for more of this grace. When we 
are accused and criticized, it takes the 
grace of God for us to suffer and be 
patient. I have seen some few saints 
that not one thought or expression of 
displeasure could be seen at times when 
they were sorely pressed. God is able 
to give us longsuffering. Why should 
we try to vindicate ourselves when God 
has plainly said He would fight our 
battles for us? Why can’t we leave ev- 
erything in the hands of God and not 
worry or fret when these trials come? 
The Lord has promised to go with us 
always even to the end of the world. 


A Meek and Quiet Spirit 


“But let it be the hidden man of the 
heart, in that which is not corruptible, 
even the ornament of a meek and quiet 
spirit, which is in the sight of God of 
great price,” 1 Peter 3:4. 

This verse has reference to the inner 
man of righteousness-which controls and 
prompts the entire life. It certainly will 
cause us to manifest that meek and

THE HOLY LIFE, HOW 
LIVED 


The Word of God gives a standard by 
which men are to live in this present 
world. Whatever else God may require, 
He gives a positive command that men 
are to live “holy” (Titus 1:8; 1 Peter 
1:%3). 

There are several things that have a 
part in a holy life, some on God’s side 
and some on man’s side. 


1. God has planned and 
eternity that His people shall 
lives (Eph. 1:4). 

2. In the death of Jesus on the cross, 
provision is made that men may be 
made “holy and unblamable and unre- 
provable” in God’s sight (Col. 1:22). 

3. God’s people, who are called to be 
“holy in all manner of conversation” 
are said to be “kept by the power of 
God through faith unto salvation ready 
to be revealed in the last time” (1 
Peter 1:5). 

4. Men, on their part, must conse- 
crate themselves fully to God. God can 
do nothing for us unless we are fully 
yielded up to Him. We are to give 
Him ourselves, and then obey Him in 
all that He bids us do. Thousands today 
profess to be saved, who are self-willed 
and do not even plan to give full obed- 
ience to the Lord in their lives. But all 
who truly follow the Lord are “willing 
and obedient.” 

5. A definite aim in life is essential 
if we would live as God requires of us, 
and enjoy the blessing promised. Off 
and on, in and out, up and down will 
not do. We must settle it that we will 
go through with God, and then go stead- 
ily forward. 

6. We are to know God’s will. Men 
who do not know God’s plan and pur- 
pose in their lives will get nowhere. The 
inspired writer says, “Be ye not unwise 
but understanding what the will of the 
Lord is” (Eph. 5:17). The will of God 
is contained in His Word. With honest 
hearts we should read, search and study 
God’s Word and we shall know, for He 
has said, ““Then shall we know, if we 
follow on to know the Lord” (Hosea 
6:3). 

7. Prayer and faith are an important 
part of a holy life. Holy people are a 
praying people, and they are a people of 
faith. God must be inquired of, His 
Word must be known, believed and 
obeyed. And thus we walk with God 
and de that which is pleasing in His 
sight.

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CHRIST OR DIANA

“Choose you this day whom ye will 
serve; ... but as for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord,’ Josh. 
24:15. 

I have been definitely led by the 
Lord to write on this subject, for so 
many young people today are being led 
off by other spirits which abound in 
these last days. 

We read about the great goddess Di- 
ana in Acts 19, whom the Romans and 
Greeks worshiped. Diana’s most mag- 
nificent temple was at Ephesus and was 
one of the seven wonders of the world. 
History tells us it was 420 feet long, 
220 feet broad, and had 127 columns 60 
feet high. The worship here around the 
goddess was celebrated with much splen- 
dor, and small, silver models of the tem- 
ple including the image were spread all 
over the world. Her worship was so 
earnest that the preaching of Paul caused 
a great uproar. 

Paul went to Ephesus and found dis- 
ciples there. No doubt these disciples 
had heard about the Church of God and 
asked Paul to come and set a church 
in order. They didn’t know anything 
about the Holy Ghost there and Paul 
said unto them, v. 2, “Have ye received 
the Holy Ghost since ye believed?” But 
they told him they had not heard of 
the Holy Ghost, so it was a good time 
for Paul to have a revival. He started 
preaching Jesus Christ to the people and 
many were saved, sanctified, and filled 
with the Holy Ghost. This caused a 
great excitement in the city of Ephesus, 
as it does now in some cities when God 
pours out His Holy Spirit in a marvel- 
ous way. The devil gets stirred. But 
many turned away from the goddess 
Diana and accepted Christ, although 
the unbelievers were mad. V. 23, “And 
the same time there arose no small stir 
about that way.” So they called an as- 
sembly of people together in honor of 
their goddess Diana. Some cried one 
thing, some another for they were con- 
fused over Paul’s preaching. 

One artist painted a very touching 
picture of the assembly in which they 
had gathered in honor of Diana. There 
stood a beautiful young virgin from a 
noble family who had accepted Christ. 
Those professing the new faith were 
subjected to indignity, torture, and 
death. Those near the virgin convert 
had been pleading with her to make a 
public election of life by offering a 


sacrifice of incense to Diana. Among 
those who pleaded in vain with the 
charming virgin was her affianced lover 
who was a commander of Roman forces. 
He pleaded so earnestly holding her 
with one hand and the offering in his 
other hand, but in spite of her lover 
she folded one hand across her heart 
and with the other she reached for the 
offering. With a look into the heavens 
and a smile on her face, she turned her 
face from her lover and the goddess 
Diana and refused to let the offering 
be given. 

There were the maidens around her 
who were touched by the conflict be- 
tween love and true religion in one so 
young and beautiful. 

The Roman officer was holding the 
warrant and her decision was made. De- 
spite the pleading of her dearly loved 
one, she said, ‘For Christ and death 
and life everlasting.” No doubt the 
Holy Ghost was speaking in the trying 
hour of the virgin. Read Matt. 10:17- 
20. She probably had been added to 
the Church of God at that time. Know- 
ing she was serving a living God and 
not a god of stone or wood, she chose 
to suffer for Him and His Church and 
have life everlasting rather than to turn 
from the light and choose the world 
and its pleasures for a season. 

John 12:35, “Walk while ye have 
light, lest darkness come upon you.” 

Young girl, or young man, you may 
have a friend that you love dearly. You 
may be a Church of God member. Your 
friend may not know your Christ and 
may not understand why you serve Him, 
and may plead with you to leave the 
Church or stop serving Christ, saying 
that you can have a better time in the 
world. Your friend may say he or she 
will be a true companion for you, and 
make your home a happy one, if you 
will leave the Church. Read Matt. 4, 
where Jesus was tempted of the devil. 
The devil took Him up on a high moun- 
tain and showed Him all the kingdoms 
of the world and said, “All these I will 
give thee if thou wilt fall down and 
worship me.” But Jesus said, “Get thee 
hence Satan.” 

Would you leave the Church and 
bow down to the pleasures of the world 
for a season? No, if you have accepted 
Christ in your life and have seen the 
light on His Church, surely you could 
not afford to leave Him, for the joy of 
your soul would leave you. He or she 
may say you can remain in the Church, 
but after the wedlock all may change. 
You are risking your soul. 
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There was once a beautiful young 
holiness girl who fell in love with a 
young man who was not a Christian, but 
he had a brave face to her and she just 
knew he was all right and she might 
win him for Jesus. That is what most 
of them say anyway, but it is a risk. 
This young couple married but trouble 
started for he told her she was not go- 
ing to church any more. She yielded to 
him but backslid. One day she took sick 
and asked him to get the church peo- 
ple to come and pray with her for she 
was dying without God. He refused at 
first but seeing she was dying he de- 
cided to call the church people to come 
and pray with her. They came but he 
left the room. They went to her bedside 
and she was screaming for help. They 
prayed but the heavens were brass to 
them. The girl said, “I am dying now. 
I gave up my Christ and church for my 
husband and I am going to hell.” She 
called him and he came in. She told him 
she was going to hell, and said, “You 
are to blame.” She went out into dark- 
ness for she failed God. 

Young people, are you going to fail 
your Christ? I could tell you of other 
young people who gave up their Christ 
for love.

If you need a helpmate, He 
will give you one. You do not need to 
cross over on the devil’s side to get a 
mate. Cling to the cross of Christ 
and do not bow down to the 
world or any other god. The world is 
wrecked by other spirits which are not 
of God. Remember the Hebrew children. 
They refused to bow down to other 
gods.

But, more than 
that, He will come into your heart and 
live with you if you will let Him, for 
He says, “Behold, I stand at the door and 
knock: if any man (or boy) hear my 
voice, and open the door, I will come 
in to him.” You know how it is when 
you are with a very good man. You 
come to think as he thinks, and do as 
he does, and it is easy to be good in his 
presence. Much more will you find it 
easy to be good if you will let Christ 
come into your heart and direct your 
life. 

More than all, Jesus is the only One 
who can forgive sins, and, my dear boy, 
if you are a sinner, do you not there- 
fore need a Savior? 


REASON TWO. Jesus needs your 
help. He has a place for you in His 
kingdom and a work for you to do. He 
needs you in your school and on the 
playground to show how brave and man- 
ly and true a Christian boy can be. 
He needs you in your home to bright- 
en it by a happy life, as He brightened 
His home when a boy. He needs you 
everywhere, to live for Him and talk 
for Him, and to win other boys to 
Himself. 

And what a grand thing it is that 
Jesus does need you. You would be sor- 
ry to think that He had no use for you 
and that the world would go along just 
as well without you. You need not think 
so, for there is plenty of work that will 
not be done unless you do it. He is 


calling for you. Respond to His call. 
Come up to His help, as a good soldier 
of Jesus Christ. 

REASON THREE. His requirements 
are reasonable. All that He asks of you 
is to do right. He does not expect vou 
to be a Christian man but a Christian 
boy. You may run and play, but never 
forget that you are one of Christ’s boys. 
Christianity does not consist of sermons 
and prayer meetings, but of “‘righteous- 
ness, peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost.” 
It is doing right because it pleases Jesus, 
being happy because you are doing right, 
and living at peace with all around you.

When President Garfield 
was a boy at Williams College he 
climbed Mt. Greylock one day with a 
lot of his companions and spent the 
night on the mountain. Seated around 
the campfire they sang college songs 
and told stories all the evening. At 
length young Garfield took a Testa- 
ment out of his pocket and said, ““Boys, 
it is my custom to read a chapter in the 
Bible and have a prayer before going to 
bed. Shall we have it all together?” And 
they did. That is the kind of boy that 
you and I admire—one who serves the 
Lord, and isn’t afraid to say so. That 
is the kind of boy I hope that you will 
be; a boy who can say from his heart,

Meekness 


“Brethren, if a man be overtaken in a 
fault, ye which are spiritual, restore 
such an one in the spirit of meekness;

engage in spiritual activity tenderly, 
even as the gentle Christ carefully 
searched for the lost sheep. 

Then there are two other methods 
which we would not fail to mention 
which our Lord Jesus endorses, and 
these are as necessary as the first 
method. Spiritual activity should be en- 
gaged in both prayerfully and prepared- 
ly. On occasions of great good and ac- 
tivity that Jesus was engaged in, prayer 
and preparation was used, and when so 
followed in any line of activity for our 
Lord, an abundance of spiritual results 
will follow. 

The fourth and last question which 
we shall consider is, Is spiritual activity 
of any personal benefit to me? Should 
this be the only motive of our spiritual 
activity, then it may possibly spring 
from a selfish motive, and if it is onlv 
for self we consider this: then we have 
lost the vision of Christ and His cause, 
have missed the high mark that Jesus 
would have us attain. In_ the seven- 
teenth chapter of John, the nineteenth 
verse, Jesus says, “For their sakes”—not 
for my personal gratification, ambition, 
or desires, but for the sake of the world 
I give my all. So then spiritual activity 
should be for the sake of others. One 
writer has said, ‘Christ first, others 
next, and me last.” So chiefly for “their 
sakes,” for the benefit of a lost race 
of humanity, we devote our spiritual 
activity, but in so doing, God who is 
all-wise, turns the benefits directly to- 
wards us, and we are profited thereby. 

As a conclusion let me use the words 
of the prophet Hosea (10:12), “Break 
up your fallow ground for it is time to 
seek the Lord, till he come and_ rain 
righteousness upon you.”
